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Gi:hbii.i.as at CAicrnRixsvn.r.E.— Last Sun- 
dav evening, just befere aun«et, the little village 
of Campbellsville, Taylor county, was visited by 
a gang of twelve guerillas, who galloped through 
the place aud commenced firing indiscriminate- 
ly at all they met, and demanded money, 
watches, and other valuables. There were four 
or five Federal soldier* in town at the time, hut 
the visit was an entire surprise. While the 
thieves were engaged in the lower part of the 
town, an omnium, from Lebanon, filled with 
passengers, mostly discharged soldiers, arrived 
at the upper edge of the place, and being in- 
formed by a lady of what wag going on below, 
they went into a dwelling house and made 
ready their weapons for defence. The guerillas, 
In the pursuit of some of the inhabitants, came 
Within sight of the omnibus, and, thinking it a 
Taluable prize, made a dash for it. This brought 
them in range of the passengers stationed in the 
dwelling, who opened a rapid lire, which caused 
the thieves to skedaddle We regret to learn 
that two soldiers were severely, and it was feared, 
mortally wounded. About an hour after the 
guerillas left, Major George W. Sweeney, with 
a portion of the 13th Kentucky cavalry, arrived, 
and he promptly despatched Captain Watt* with 
a squad in pursait, but we have not heard the 
result. This is the first time Campbellsville has 
been mole sted. 

BnooTisG at Biianpesburg. — The New Al- 
bany Ledger learns that on Thursday morning, 
before da; light, a number of soldiers, believed 
to belong to Pennsylvania and Ohio regiments, 
entered a hotel in Brandenburg and called for 
the landlord. That person not appearing, they 
demanded of the barkeeper, a young man nam- 
ed Mcllcn, his watch, money, and other valua- 
bles. This polite request not being immediately 
acceded to, they commenced shooting at Mellen, 
the first shot nearly-taking off one of his fingers 
and the second entering his cheek and comingout 
at the back of his neck. The wound is a dread- 
ful one, but Mr. Mellen was still alive at last ac- 
counts. The meu who did the shooting went 
from the steamer Echo, lying at Mauckport, 
•cross the river in a skiff. A number of soldiers 
also gutted several stores in Mauckport. The 
men were going to Louisville. 

Tun "Possuilk Kbuc *>v Shipwrbcr:." — The 
Bible which was sent to lion. R. n. Dana, Jr., 
from the East Indies, in the hope that it might 
throw light upon the fate of gome lost vessel, 
has been traecd to its original donor. The 
Boston Journal learns by a note from Mrs. 
Rebecca H. Burgess that David Graves, to whom 
•he gave it, was steward of the ship Challenge, 
and that it was a testimonial to him for hit at- 
tention to her husband, the master of the ship, 
when dying at sea in lteG. Graves was after- 
wards steward of the ship Ringleader, which 
was wrecked off Formosa, May 9, 18G3. The 
erew were afterwards landed at Shanghae, but 
Mrs. Burgess l.cs not since beard of Grave*. 

Mewmnt On Wednesday night last, 
Skclt Dcmara, an old and wcll-kaown citzen of 
Davidson county, Tcnn., who resides on • Har- 
peth, alxiut fourteen miles from Na6hvillo, was

Prkkiuknt Lincoln's First Si'kkcii. — The 
8priuglield (111 ) Journalgives the following in- 
teresting reminiscence of President Lincoln: 

The President of the United States made his 
maiden speech in Sangamon county, at Pappys- 
ville (or Richland) in the year 1332. He was 
then a Whig, and was a candidate for the Legis- 
lature of this State. The speech was sharp aud 
sensible. To understand why it was so short, 
the following facts will show: First, Mr. Lin- 
coln was a young man, say twenty-two years of 
age, and timid. Secondly, his friends and op- 
ponents^ in the joint discussion, had rolled the 
sun nearly down. Mr Lincoln saw that it was 
not a proper time to discuss the questions fully, 
•lid hence he cut his remarks short. 

Probably the other candidate had wholly ex- 
hausted tiie subjects under discussion. The 
time, according to W. U. Ilerudon's inform- 
ant — who has kindly furnished this valuable 
reminiscence for us — was 1832; it may have been 
1834. The President lived at that time with 
James A. Herndon, at Salem. Sangamon countv, 
who heard the speech, talked ubout it, aria 
knows the report to be correct. The speech, 
which was characteristic of the man, was as fol- 
lows: 

"Gentltmen, Frlluw Citizens: I presume you 
all know who I am I am bumble Abraham 
Lincoln. I have been solicited by many friends 
to become a candidate for the Legislature. M> 

Solitic are short and sweet, like an old womins 
wire. Iam in favor of a National Bank. I 
am in favor of the internal iinproveuieul system, 
and a high protective taiifi.. These are my 
sentiments and political principles. If elected, 
I shall be thankful. If Dot, it will be all the 
6ame."

a trip fhom one front to another— war's 
burning ravages. 

Dalton.Ga., Nov. 15, 
When a great movement is to be made, it is 
an utter impossibility to keep the secret entirely 
from all person*. So it proved in the ea*e of 
Sherman's expedition. For week* previous to 
the evacuation of Atlanta, the preparations 
made by him for the accomplishment of that 
object without loss, and for the comfort aud 
subsistence of hi* army while marching through 
an enemy's country, were unmistakable to all 
who enjoyed opportunities of observing them. 
The immense supplies *>f forageshippedfrom the 
North suggested reasonably the idea that an 
unnsual demand for such food was anticipated; 
and the order which was issued at least three 
weeks before tbo expedition started, requiring 
all extra baggage to be sent to the rear, and all 
sick and wounded soldiers to be removed north 
of the Tennessee river, convinced every one, 
who, till then, hud remained incredulous, that 
one of the most important events which the w ar 
had brought forth was about to occur. 

The details of the evacuation of Atlaata will 
not be known until Gen. Sherman's army again 
opens communication with tho North. All re- 
ports giving details of its destruction have been 
necessarily incomplete, and should be received 
with doubt. The city, oa the morning of the 
12th, was still occupied by General Slocnm, 
commanding the 20th corps, the army proper 
being in the vicinity and north of the Chatta- 
hoochic river. After the extensive fire3 which 
occurred oa the night of the 11th inst. had been 
•ubducd, and while the city lay in profound 
quiet, your correspondent started for what he 
believed to be a ''better land." Through the 
courtesy of Mr. E. C. Smead, Engineer of tho 
Southern Division Military Railroad, I was 
permitted to occupy a portion of his caboose 
on the construction train. Thi* train, su- 
perintended- by this gentleman, was the first 
to enter Atlanta, and the last to leave the city. 
Those who are employed upon it were required 
to repair the road to Atlanta when the rebels 
evacuated it; and when we were about to aban- 
don the city It became their duty to assist in its 
destruction" as they passed along toward the 
north. The train started from the city at four 
o'clock A. M.. being delayed on account of the 
unexpected arrival of three trains loaded with 
additional supplies for the army. I was in- 
formed by a number of officers, whose position 
gave them opportunities of knowing, that the 
public buildings, business houses, ana railroad 
depots had been undermined; that powder had 
been placed beneath them, and trains laid, pre- 
prratory to their effectual destruction. They 
were to be blown np on the 15th. and the army 
was to begin its march on the following day. 

From Atlanta to Marietta was one continued 
camp, but in the latter place no citizens were to 
be found, and noevidencc that any had been there 
for months. A few soldiers were at the depot, 
shivering in the chill morning air, and eagerly 
Inquiring whether Atlanta had been entirely de- 
stroyed during the preceding night. Until we 
passed Marietta, we found no troops in motion; 
but, as we approached Allatoona, wemet them 
In great numbers. They had jnst 6et fire to 
their quarters, blown up web fort ill cations, and 
destroyed the buildings in their vicinity. These 
veterans were on their way to join the srrand 
army of Sherman. As the train came in sight 
they greeted it with cheers, aud passed on their 
way with many demonstrations of pleasure at 
the change made In their situation.

These places were also burning as we entered 
them. The 15th corps, with its immense sup- 
ply trains, w as passing through these places as 
we left then). They were on their way to the 
rendezvous. Every town from Marietta' to C:»l- 
bone was cither destroyed or burniug when the 
train passed it. Aekv.orlb, Cartersville, Rogers, 
Kingston, all were destroyed. 

THE OfTOKTUSITY UNHEEDED. 

At almost every station we found families, 
both white and black, who begged to be taken 
aboard the train. They had remained until the 
last moment, though they bad abundant reasons' 
for believing that they were permitting the gol- 
den moment to pass unheeded. The construc- 
tion train not being permitted to enrrv anv but 
the construction corps, all of these 'wretched 
families were left bchiud. 

KIKUSTOH. 

At this place we found the 1 1th corps, which 
was just completing its preparations for the 
march before them. The town wad iu Haiti's 
aud was being rapidly consumed. We arrived 
at this point at about 4 o'clock P. M., on the 
12lh, but should have been here at 6 o'clock 
that morning. The troops which had been, 
guarding the railroad between Kingston and 
Besace, were withdrawn, and the track was 
left to the mercy of the rebels. We expected 
the train to be thrown off the track; and. if we 
had been taken prisoners, we decided that we 
would not tie much surprised. Fortunately for 
us, the rebels were ignorant of the withdrawal 
of our pickets, and seemed intent ouly ou 
watchine the movements of the larger bodies of 
men. We frequently observed scouts a* we 
passed along, but they were following the main 
ton e, and observing the demonstration* mr.de 
from time to time.

This bridge, which was a very costlv struc- 
ture and nearly 1,000 feet long; was burned to- 
day. It spanned the Oostnnaula river near Re- 
saea." This river aud the Etowah form the 
Coosa near Rome, Georgia The river itself 
la a shallow stream, and very unimportant in 
its appearance, but here we have been obliged 
to post a stronger guard than at most places 
along the line of communication. 
JTJbi 0 evening I learn from parties who came 
throtign Itoni Marietta that the forces marching 
southwaid from lite different towns Jilore; the 
road, had torn up and destroyed the railroad 
Irom Ackworth to Marietta, and had burned all 
britges between those places. A portion of the 
construction corps is now engaged in tearing np 
the track from D illon south, and will bring the 
iron back to Chattanooga as thev proceed.

It is nominally occupied by Mrs. Pike, 
w ho, though now quite "aged, still "clings to it 
slone and in its desolation, to preserve it from 
the clutches of Federal confiscation. In its 
best estate the house was one <*f fine appoint- 
ments, externally and internally, finished and 
furnished without stint of expense. It is now 
disordered and desolate; and the noble private 
lit rary of at least seven thousand volumes has 
all been carried away, except some struggling 
Tolumes in foreign tongues, which the rude 
relic hunters could not read and left behind; 
nearly all the splendid collection of engrav- 
ings have disappeared, and a fine organ, pi- 
ano, and harp have been spared the same fate 
only for their ponderonsness. Mrs. Pike is a 
Woman of intense rebel proclivities, and bjes 
felt all the accumulated humllltie* and defealf 
Of her cherished cause almost a* so many per- 
sonal afflictions. Her reason has been iosing 
its supremacy, aud she wanden vaeai.tly about 
amidst the dreary wreck, seeming scarcely to 
notice anything that passes around her. Not 
many months ago, she was found, by those early 
in the streets, ruuning franlicallv about atdav- 
Ugbt, en dishabille, endeavoring to rally tho 
ueiuhliors to resist a plot which, she said, Gen- 
eral Steele was concocting, to massacre the 
whole city, and was even then whetting a large 
knife to execute. She will soon be sent 
lliroiigi) the lines, by (lag^ of trace, to her 
husband, at Washington, in this State. 
This giftrd and erratic man is described by on 
officer who once met him face to face in a 
desperate cavalrv charge, as a person of com- 
manding dignity and force. He has a line mus- 
cular frame, the voice of a Stentor, and wear* 
bis bnir at great length, reaching down to his 
wai.-t. He sits his horse cavalierly, dashes over 
fences and ditches with a mr.gmuccat contempt, 
and as he rode at the head of his column, his 
long hair streaming in the wind, and his pow- 
erful voice urging them to the charge, it is little 
to be wondered at that the susiierstitlous im- 
agination of the Indians regarded him as an or- 
acle and a sort of derul-god. It is easy to divine 
the source of the almost absolute power which 
he is said to have exercised among them.

A Giieat Raiijioau U N l >e rta k ino . — The 
work ol tunnelling the Alps for railroad purposes 
Is so slow, compared with the necessities of in- 
ternal trade and travel between France aud It- 
aly, that it is contemplated to build a railroad 
over the mountains on one of the uiilitarv roads 
constructed by the fli>t Napoleon. The "tunnel 
will not be completed lu less than twelve years, 
bat the railroad can be built in two. When it 
is reuiemliered that the summit of the pass 
through the mountains is sevcu thousand feet 
above the level of the sea, with gradients at 
some points of one in twelve, the descent eqnal- 
h rapid, the difficulties of the undertaking mav 
be Imagined. A locomotive expresslv for such

Itl Lord Aucbinlcek— a Ton- of the To- 
lies. He WSS charged bv Mr. Stuart of Dnn- 
t-arn, with writing a politi -al song ol an o'fen- 
s i\ e nature, was called out. and met his oppo- 
nent at Atit htertoo], near Baitiiuto, Karch 26, 
1M2; Ihe ball of Jar. Stuart struck him on the 
shoulder and entered the spine, and he died 
shortly alterward. Mr. Stuart was tried for 
murder, June 10,1822; Joffrqy defended him. 
and he was acquitted. But the sensation caused 
In this avowedly political duel to immense. 
Ladt Boswcll had lived iu retirement for the 
last forty-two years. 



A Sao Case or SBDUOnOH — During the in- 
cij ient stages of the rebellion the utmost efforts 
weiemade b\ the conspirators to win over to 
their cause the officers of the regular arm*-. 
Circulars w ere sent to them oirering promotion 
and other inducements to bring them under the 
I ni tier of the Inanrgenta, Tlioscwho belonged 
to Ihe rebel Stales w ere, with tome honorable 
txecptions, easily persuaded to espouse the 
cause ol the rebel Confederacy, and likewise 
-onie in the Northern Slates joined the traitors. 
It teems to have been expected by the rebel 
em Us that nearly all of the regulars would 
tally to Heir standard, a hope in which they 
were greatly disappointed, as tho sequel has 
shown. 

Among the regular officers whom thoy at- 
tempted to win over was Gen. Emory, who has 
served the Union cause fa'thfully, and who com- 
mands Ihe gallant 19th corps. He had a son. 
■ boat six teen years old, at school in Richmond 
when the rebellion broke out, and when it was 
learned that the father had drawn bis sword for 
be old flag. Mrs. Jtffcrson Davis 6ct herself 
deliberately to the work of seducing the young 
man from \<U allegiance. She took him into her 
ewn family, ai d tiy the flatteries and cajoleries 
ihnt women so well know bow to use, she 
i fleeted her object. Under the iuflucncc of 
letters from home be was on the point of aban- 
c!i l ing the South, but Mrs. Jeff Davis persuaded 
him to remain, and anally to enter the rebel 
service, in order that she iuight plant a thorn 
in t be side of the loyal father. 

And thus young Emory was seduced, entered 
ihe naval sen ice of the Confederacy, and he 
was one of the officer* captured ou board the 
Florida. 

Barely (here was a refinement of cruelty in 
thus ruining the son for the sake of punishing 
the father lor bis loyalty to his Government. 
Young Emory is, however, now freed from the 
«iles ol the traitress, and he will doubtless re- 
turn to bis allegiance.

•b bu Slidell was In those day a tallow chandler! 
This John Slidell, Insolvent aoan boiler of bs-.'l.

The Sieoe of Mit.i.r.it'.s Buick-uousk. — In 
the spring of 1782 Indian hostilities commenced 
mm h earlier than usual along the w^tera fron- 
tier. 

As early as the month of March hor.'es of 
savages were ascertained to have crossed the 
Ohio, and were making their way into the set- 
tlements. 

■ The settlers thus threatened with th* nrnsa- 
crrs, plnndcrings, burnings, and caplirities, 
with which they had already become too famil- 
iar, were filled with 6pirit-stirting exciteneut, 
commingled with alarm. 

In this predicament of apprehension and lin- 
ger, the settlers along the Butfalo Taller betook 
themselves, with their families, to the forts and 
b'.oel -houses. 

About three miles northeast of West Alexan- 
der, Washington county. Pa , on the right tank 
of ' he "Dutch Fork" of Buffalo, is a peninsula 
formed by the meandering creek on the oneslde, 
and Miller's run on the other. The isthmus 
next to the run is skirted by a narrow strip of 
bottom land, which expands to many acres to- 
ward f be creek and i's continence with the run. 
The side of the isthmus washed by the creek has 
a bold and precipitous bluff. On this isthmus 
was located Miller's block-house,* which was 
besieged by a party of about teventy ohawncc* 
on Easter Sunday ,17S?. 

With thtlr characteristte ennning and ea-ifion 
the Indians arrived in the vicinity the night pre- 
vious, distributing themselves in ambush around 
the block-house and along the path* leadiug 
thereto. 

Thus lying concer.led"anicn» the bushes o 
"pen vines," behind trees or fallen timber, thev 
awaited the operation of circumstances. 

Nearly all of th* men were absent from the 
block-house on this occasion; some of them 
being at Rice's Fort, which was about two miles 
further down tho creek. Of this fact the In- 
dians most likely were spprised, and on this 
account tho attack on the block -house is sup- 
posed to have been deferred, and tho ambnsh 
protracted in order to destroy the men on their 
return hither. 

Of those who were In this n; Jo shelter on that 
fatal Sabbath mornins; were John Hupp's wife 
and four children— Mary, Margaret, John, and 
Elizabeth — Jacob Miller and several of his 
family, the family of Edward Gaithcr, and an 
old man named Matthias Ault. 

The devotional mornin» appeal had ascended 
with its wonted fervor to the Katherof Mercies 
for pref ervation snd protection. The sun had 
appeared above the eastern hills tinging with its 
feeble rays the summits of the lofty trees of the 
dense forest that gurrounded this primitive 
place of defeace. The quietude of the woods 
was undisturbed save by the occasional chirp of 
tbt wooded tor.gster * carolling his morning 
anthem. 

One of the matrons of the block-house had 
f.-arful forebodings that some terrible cnlamitv 
was about to br fall her husband and followed 
bim totbedc T entreating him not to carry 
Into execution his determination to accompany 
his friend on that morning in search of a coit 
that hud cstr.ayed. The nigh» previous she had 
dreamed that a "copper snake" struck, fasten- 
ing its fangs into the palm of her husband's 
hand, and that, all her efforts to detach the ven- 
omous reptile were unavailiner — this vision she 
interpreted as ominous of evil to her husband 
But notwithstanding the entreaties and impor- 
Innii ies of bis wife John nnpp set out in com- 
pany with his ltiend Jacob Miller in search of 
the fstray. 

They entered the path leading across tb» ran 
and through tbe woods in a northeasterlv di- 
rection and were soon out of view. 

Soon the quiet tide of the woods was disturbed 
by tfie crack of a rifle quickly followed bv a 
tavage war whoop Issuing from that portioa of 
tbe forest into which nnpp and Miller had en- 
tered. This alarm filled themindsof the women 
with consternation and apprehensions as to their 
hate. But Hupp, being in the prime and vigor 
of manhood, fleet, and athletic, if merelv over- 
powered by numbers his prompt return" t > the 
block-house was confidently expected. But he 
had fallen a victim to the toe that lav concealed 
patiently awaiting the approach of some 1U- 
fated person. 

The" two unsuspecting men were allowed to 
follow the ambushed path unmolested till thev 
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him mortally; he, how. 
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yards and sanlcto rise no moro. Miller, bring 
an elderly man, wus-huldlyriMlsad upon bv the 
merciless wretches withlo'ud aud exuitaut yells 
and f emahawke'' on the spot. 

Flushed with success the ravage* now left 
their hapless victims scalped and pilfered of all 
clothing, to join in the beleaguering of the 
block -house. 

While this tragic feenc was being enacted the 
wild excitement and 'confusion amongst the 
women and children in the block-house, wtlh no 
male defender but the oh 
more readilv imagined than

plied a female hero, with a 
unfaltering for the dire em 
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other which should s 
blow. A fence had to 1 
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— was his doom. Sure 
and fnilim? strength hi 
touching; it merely v 
most Indian's lomuhuwk struck the rail accom- 
panied wilb a veil of disat poinlmenl when both 
Indians fired at him. One of the balls took ef- 
tect and pafscd through his flexed arm. shatter- 
ing Ihe bom s both above the elbow and between 
that joint and tbe wrist, wbiriuie tlielad around 
several times. Now subdued shrieks of terror 
coinmlrif led with joy were heard iu the block- 
house as the female hero, who sent out the bov 
embassador, received him in her arms as he 
bounded to the door, exhausted from the race 
and tbe loss of blood. 

At this moment the Indians leaping from 
their concealment appeared in every direction 
around the block-bouse, and a hot and contin- 
uous firing was commenced, The female band, 
with the now trembling and 'weeping Ault as 
their counsellor, in despair and aiuzuish were 
lorctd to the conclusion that the block-house 
would toon 1 e taken by storm or envelop them 
In its flames, and with" no hope of a successful 
resistance were about to "give up." Again, in 
Ibis crisis of tci rible trial and danger, Mrs. Anu 
Hupp proved equal to the emergeuey. Encour- 
aging the trembling Ault, and the weeping wo- 
men with the consoling language of hope^ 

nerving her arm and steeling her heart to the 
•ereM duties of the moment, she, with true 
tpartunism, snatching "P a rille, fired at the 
approaching Indians, and then "ran from port- 
bole lo port-hole," protruding its muzze iu dif- 
ferent direction— to convey the idea of great 
forces in the house — at each presentation caus- 
ing Indians to cower behind trees or other ob- 
jects for protection. 

1 bis happily conceived and promptly exe- 
cuted strategy of Ibis pioneer heroine, without 
doubt, saved that handful of women and chil- 
dren from what otherwise was inevitable a 

wholesale massacre. 

A paity of ihe Indians had taken shelter lie- 
bind a stable that stood uot far from the block- 
boose. Emboldened by their liiing not being 
promptly returned, one of them would occa- 
sionally sup out to view, holding up before 
himself as a shield, a clapboard, and then quiet- 
ly ntteat again to his shelter. At length he 
fteppid out boldly into an open space, dcliautlv 
stretching bis savage frame high in air, at which 
Ault was prevailed upon to lire, but palpably 
v> ItBOIIt doing anv barm. This cxasjieratcd the 
besieging foe, causing the assault to become 
still more terrible. , 

At this stage of the siege the women saw and 
recognized three of their men approaching in 
great haste fiom the direction of Hire's Fort, 
when they commenced screaming at the top of 
their voices and beckoning the men in the di- 
rection they supposed to be the safest point to 
pass the Indians in gaining the block-house. 

While, the Indians stood in confusion and 
wonderment, not comprehending the meaning 
of the screams, the men rubbed forward, p is., 
ing very near to where some of tho savages 
Stood, and before the Indians sufficiently rc- 
ccvercd from their surprise to lire upon them, 
tbey with faces red and turgid from race, 
hounded into tbe block-house unscathed. 

Tbe names of these three daring spirits, who 
thus | rrillcd their lives to save their helpless 
mothers, brothers, and sisters from savage furv, 
or | erish With them, w ere Jacob Howe, Captain 
John Jacob Miller, and Philip Hupp. 

Aliet the arrival of these meu the boldnew 
end fun of the Indians abated, and during the 
remainder of the day onlv occasional shot* were 
exchanged. Evidently tilled with chagrin and 
i isa ppolntment, thev 6kulkcd about the ncigh- 
borbood till nightfall, and nothing more was 
heard of tbem, thev no doubt fearing a rein- 
lon-cmcul left ''tiring the night, bearing awav 
with tbem only the scalps of Httppf and Miller. 

The loss to the neighborhood of these two 
mi n s< > ete.lv lilt at a time when men were 
PO mucb needed; but all hearts in that oloek- 
bonse note ovcillowine with thanks and grali- 
intle to a kind and merciful Hre-irvcr for vouch- 
safing to them bis aid and protection w hen their 
greet and ten or- tilling peril wa* impending and 
lor saving tbem from the ruthless bauds of the 
n cr. Hess Ravage". 

About r.oon on Mondar tho men ventured out 
fri-m Ihe Wrick-bonse, going s:rtl\ and cau- 
tiously ht search of Hupp and Miller with the 
purpt eif perfortning for them the last sad 
rich's of tbe dear departed. Thev found the 
Iv dy of Miller lying mar the. bloody path, and. 
it lb wing tbe traces ol blood on Ihe leaves and 

other objects over which Hupp bad ran, alter 
be received (be mortal wound, bis remains were 
pron ptl] discovered. 
TbaU mutUultd and frozen bodies were borne 



to the penlnsnla, and laid side bv side, a few 
yards from the block-house, in tbe 'same grave, 
with "puncheons" for their coffins, and to-dav 
are lying clustered around the graves of these 
two pioneer martyrs the remains of Jacob 
KowrS, Captain John Jacob Miller, Frederick 
Miller|i, the heroine, Mrs. Ann Hupp, ami her 
daughter, Mrs. Margaret Titus. When living, 
the cement and panoplv of affection and good 
wUl bound them together at ence In the tender, 
uital. social, and moral ties of domestic kind- 
ness, friendship, and love, and the union for de- 
fence, and, when dead, they were not separated.

For four days past Brooks 
ha., Veen investing the place, evidently expect- 
in:: os to evacuate; and. not satisfied with mere 
investment, he has coucluded to t'njorfonour 
leaving or surrendering Therefore he spent 
tbe day of the 27th in reconnoitring our posl- 
lion and developing our strength, and, under 
cover of the succeeding night, he occupied a 
jx - if ion on Eati MaiNhm with a portion of his 
command, leaving the rcraaitider to attack us 
on the west. 

The plan was n good one, and the position oii 
the east naturally strong, and he had good eau*c 
for believing that ruccess would crown his ef- 
forts; bnt, tbanks to the untiring vigilance of 
Cel.

The Cuisk or tiik Campakix AoAnorr Pkick 
Lieutenant Scvmorc, ot the 2d Colorado regi 
rocnt, arrived last evening dircctlv from the 
front in pursuit of Price, and gives it's the latest 
authentic information from that quarter. 

Price crossed the Arkansas river, fifteen miles 
above Fort Smith, on Monthly and Tuesday of 
last week. Our forces under General Curtis, 
consisting ^of the Kansas and Colorado troops 
and one division of Pleasanton's former com- 
mand, reached the river laie on Tuesdav, as the 
last of Price's meu were crossing. 

The last gcnoal engagement that our troops 
bad w ith Price wa» at Ncwtonia. and was ouc 
of the severest of the campaign. Geu. Blum's 
division had the advance and did the mo-a light- 
ing. Gen. Sanborn's division arriving at night. 

The 2d Colorado, the loth Kansas, l&h Kan- 
sas, and the 3d Wisconsin and the 1st Colorado 
battery lost pretty eeverclv. Price had two 
pieces of artillery in this light, having lost all 
bis other cannon in the previous engagements. 
The rebels were driven from Ncwtonia, but 
their loss was not known. A relicl Colonel and 
several other officers were left by them in the 
rebel hospital, besides a large number of rank 
and file. Price retreated from Ncwtonia the 
night aller the tight. 

Here General Rosecrans having recalled his 
forces, the whole armv stopped and marched 
one day backward. At the close of the day 
messengers arrived with orders from General 
Grant turning over all the troops of the expe- 
dition to Gen. Curtis, and ordering him to con- 
tinue the pursuit 10 the Arkansas river. The 
next morning tbe pursuit was renewed, but two 
daysnad been lost by the operation. Mean- 
while Price had mo>-cd rapidly on. and upon 
reneblng Cane Hill encamped, and sent Pagan, 
with five thousand men, to Fav elteville for the 
purpose of gobbling the garrison, consisting of 
i be 1st Arkansas cavalry. Col. Harrison in com- 
mand, and obtaining supplies. Col. Harrison 
defended the post with vigor, and despatched 
rneesengers to Gen. CuAis for assistance, reprc- 
senting Price's forces as at that point. O.ir 
army was, therefore, marched to Favettcville; 
reaching there the second day of tbe seigc and 
rt lie\ ing the garrison. Fngab left as soon as he 
learned from his scouts of our approach, no.-- 
pbals filled with Ihe enemy's wounded were 
found along the road from Fayetteville to Caue 
TTlll. They comprised men wounded in all the 
cr.gsgemcnts from Little Blue down. Our army 
continued the pursuit Irom Favettcville, bat 
fonTK) it Impossible to overhaul the enemv. 

Pi ice abandoned wagons and ambulances 
along the whole route, tiring them as be left, 
also mules, horses, and stragglers. What 
amount of plunder he finally carried awav we 
cannot, tell. From Fort Scott down Price's 
men lived on beef alone, and wheu captured 
seemed nearly famished. 

Hud it not been for the unfortunate dclav oc- 
casioned bv the recall of the Missouri troops, 
the probability Ls that Price's whole aniji Would 
have been broken up aud destroyed. Steele s 
forces do not seem to have done anything to- 
waid intercept ing Price.

Kimtno LTocs.— THerollowing valuable ar- 
ticle, taken from ttile Gcrmantown Telegraph, 
was prepared by a practical man, well ac- 
quainted, by long experience, with the subject: 
Killing hogs is a business in which the whole 
community is Interested, and perhaps a small 
proportion acquainted with it. It is termed 
butchering," and often carried on in butcher- 
ing style, while it is a business wortbv of being 
conducted in a decent and scientific way. I do 
not propose going into a long programme of tell- 
ing DOW to catch a hog, and how lo hold him, 
/to., bnt throw out a few hints. 

Do not suffer the hog to run and be worried 
by meuojboy s, and dogs, getting his flesh and 
blood heated just before he is killed. I believe 
this one cause of meat spoiling. Sometimes we 
drive a hog or two to a neighbor's, so as to 
"kill together," as it is termed, making use of 
the same force, same flic, and other fixings, 
and we have known the hams and shoulders of 
hogs thus driven to come out a little short oe- 
j fote the next summer was over. 

Let the hog be killed with as little noise and 
! woi-riment and excitement as possible. A Jer- 
feyman has one man to go into the pen, selects 
I Itis lirst victim and shoots bim, or with a broad- 
, faced hammer (like a shoemaker's hammer) 
| knocks down the hog, when other men come 
Immediately and stick, others drag ant. and go 
to scalding, and so on, with a large number of 
hogs. 

Scalding machines have become verv com- 
mon, and are a good institution; but everybody 
has not got one, and still use tubs. I like the 
tab, and want nothing better for ordinary times 
but I won) a rope and tackle and one' or two 
hands to help work the hog. I would not allow 
a hog put into hot water w hile there ls a sign of 
life in him; but, when dead, make an openingto 
the gambrail strings and hook in, hoist the hog, 
and dip him head and shoulders into the scald; 
do not let him remain more than a second or 
two, lest his hair "sets;" hoist him and air 
him, and, if needful, dip him again and again 
till done; then hook into the lower jaw and 
scald the hinder parts. I like slow scalds the 
best, as less likely to "set the hair." While the 
hind paits are getting scalded the face may be 
cleaned. Too little attcntiou is generally given 
to cleaning the head, as also the feet, leaving 
them for the women to worry over bv the hour 
In some cold out-kitchen. As soon a* the host 
is hung up and washed off, let the head betaken 
off and set upon a barrel or block aud rcjrularlv 
shaved and cleaned. 

And row. while speaking of the head. I want 
to say how I cut u/, a head. I lav it on its side 
and lake off the jowl (or lower jaw); I then saut 
down across the face, just abate the eyes, but 
careful not to inn iuto the eve socket," and on 
through, leaving the eye- balls with tire snout 
end, so that there is no further trouble with 
gouging the ey es out of the face-piece; then 
without lurlber separation of the parts, starting 
between the ears; saw up aud down wise, not 
♦tiring to extend further dowu toward the 
snout than to the saw-mark across the face, but 
clean through at the other end. Now, having 
done with the ears for handles, I cut them off 
then lake out the btains for pickling— skin the 
snout and take off the flesh for scrapple, and 
throw the nasal organs away. The faces are to 
be corned. I use a saw but never an axe in cut- 
tic:: up a hog, conscqucnllv the meat is clear of 
splinters and chips of bones. In "chining a 
hog" 10 cool, I saw down the ribs, instead of 
hacking tbem with a hatchet. A small-sized 
hog-hook jluttentd answers very well for taking 
i II the hoofs and toe-nails of a porker, or you 
may use a pair of pinchers.

Arri.K Chaiiixittk. — Take two pounds ol ap- 
ples, pare and core tbem, slice tbetu iuto a pan, 
add one pound of loaf sugar, the juice of three 
lemons, and the grated rind of oue. Let these 
boll about two hours. Turn it in the mould 
and serve it with thick custard or cream. 

Vegetables should lie picked and washed 
clean, and laid in cold water until just ready 
Is ir cooking. Potatoes, parsnips, and root* 
generally should tic thrown into cold water as 
soon a* pared or they turn black. A little salt 
-hould be lluown imp the water, and green 
vegetables should be put iuto boiliug water at 
the start. Only use as much water as will cov- 
er llicm properly; they are washy if cooked in 
too much. 

A Nkw Tklkgrapiitc Pro.irct. — The Mexi- 
can Estafctte has a growing account of a project 
lor connecting Mexico, Havana, San Francisco, 
ai il New York by telegraph. The necessary 
I reliminariee having been completed with the 
sanction of the Emperor, the Eslnfette promisee 
the early accomplishment of this enterprise 
w hich Is destined to unite Mexico, unimpeded 
by domestic disturbances, with the progress and 
activity ol the civilized vorld which is 60 much 
ibdebted to the prodigies of electricity. 

The contemplated links in this telegraphic 
chain are a line through Texas connecting Mex- 
ico with the North American lines; a second 
line from the capital of Mexico to Yucatan; and 
a third, by means of a submarine cable, from 
Yucatan to Cuba. This great work, .adds the 
EstnU tle. will constitute oncof the most brilliant 
lilies of the Empire to national recognition. 

The iifhahiiants of Labrador are threatened 
wilh a Itimine, and the Canadian Government is 
going to send them food.

«gT Tlic march of General Sherman through 
Georgia is creating a perfect panic in Dixie. 
Hif army mows a wide swarth, advancing in 
four columns by parallel roads, its right wing 
commanded by Major-General Sloeum, and its 
left by Major-Gencral Howard. The point of 
corjet ntration as the objective of the movement 
is not yet developed. If no resistance is offered, 
or if supplies on the route are not concentrated 
for the use of the enemy, no property is taken 
except such at is necessary to support omr army. 
Private property is scrupulously spared, but 
horses and mules and able-bodied slaves are 
taken as far as needed. The Richmond papers, 
though putting on a defiant air, cannot conceal 
their anxiety. The Sentinel of the 21st feels 
uneasy from apprehension that the Georgians 
■will not exhibit a spirit and devotion suitable 
to the occasion, and because they do not show 
the self tacriticc and courage demanded by the 
necessity that is upon them. The Whig thinks 
Sherman may be caught in a toil from which 
there will be no possible escape for him. The 
Dispatch expects to hear from him at Augusta, 
and the Enquirer calls loudly for legislation to 
destroy the crops before Sherman marches from 
field to licld, from house to house, and from 
city to city, and reaches the coast, leaving 
Georgia devastated likt the Palatinate. If, 
therefore, his supplies are not cut off, he will 
inarch to the Atlantic, and return again in the 
Spring to complete the ruin. Howell Cobb and 
Gustavus Smith arc at the head of the rebel 
forces. The Richmond press also thinks this 
march was timed to co-operate with a grand 
attack upon their city. We shall soon have 
Grant and Sherman and Sheridan all pounding 
away upon the sheli of the Confederacy. 

rHT There are symptoms of returning sense in 
the Confederate Congress. There is talk there 
of "reconstruction," and of "peace proposi- 
tions." It is true that thc^c symptoms are not 
tcW strong, but they are premonitory of a 
change. And it is high time the Southern 
Quixotic madness, which has carried away the 
understandings of so mauy credulous and sim- 
ple-minded Saucho Pauzas, should attract the 
attention of a priest and barber, as related in 
the veritable life and exploits of Cervantes'* 
Don Quixote de la Mancha, or some commqp- 
eense friend of order and good government, 
through whose agency the spell may bo br >keu, 
the misguided Sanehos return to their Teresas, 
and resume their various industrial and lauda- 
ble pursuits, free from the turmoils and 
dangers ever incident to an insane inspiration 
of high-toned, uncompromising chivalry. 
The Southern jSanekos, in an unguarded 
hour, gave ear to *a few madmen, the Don 
Quixotes, imd were indaced to follow in 
the lead of mailed knights in search of a 
ne w (rovernment, and the redress of anticipated 
grievauix-F; rmd like their illustrious predeces- 
sor, they Cave not l.^iced fur occasions to oxer- 
Cisc their chivalry. They have bad tbtir hearts- 
fill of bloody adventure and are now iouglug 
fur that protection, riches, and happiness, w 
oficu promised them by their demented leaders. 
To the crazy imagination of our modern Quix- 
otes, the loyal Northern people were all rascals 
of a scoundrel race, unfit to live in political 
connection with those of a more southern 
clime, whose burning eloquence, lofty concep- 
tions, and irresistable valor, when brought in 
comparison with the vile "Yanguesians," 
would stand In point of courage and high- 
toned chivalry, as one Sonthron equal to a 
hundred, the more crazy of the Quixotes claim- 
ing that "two would put ton thousand to ilight." 
The Sancho Panzas, under the influence of these 
madmen, finally caught the contagion, and hes- 
itated not to believe that one Southron could at 
least whip five Northmen, and thereupon gave 
their consent to follow their knights errant to 
battle, having in prospect an easy victory, es_ 
pedaOy through the influeuce of kiug cotton 
<nd the aid of foreign intervention. This wild 
bunt for imaginary blessings, as is ever tho case 
with the Quixote family, has resulted in the dis- 
appointment of every hope and the complete 
failure to realize even the shadow of success. 
TLc Dulcmoas of these knights are not lovely 
females as were those of the days of Don Galaor 

but intensely umpiring to high-toned Sonthron 
chivalry. 

■ 

Peace, safety, and happiness are passing away. 
A good curre ncy and a well regulated commerce 
have passed away. The good moral* -of the 
' people are passing awa».. Good schools are at 
an end. Free thought, free speech, and a froo 
prcts have prised away. Ovcrilowing cribs and 
barus and green pastures and fat beeves aud fat 
bogs are pasting away. And yet theso goods 
aud blc8singswill, most of them, return; for the 
causes which disturbed them will finally pass 
away. Our Quixotes arc getting sick and re- 
turnirg to reason; and our Sancjios will ere long 
be permitted to return to their vineyards, their 
fauns, their workshops, and their counting- 
rooms; and our great country - , when relieved of 
political mania, will once more cheer the hearts 
of the millions by returning to its normal con- 
dition. 

•JlTThe trial of the St. Albans raiders was re- 
cently brought to a sudden pause by the appli- 
cation of the counsel for the accused asking a 
postponement, in order to obtain evidence from 
Kichmond, to prove that the raiders were acting 
as regularly commissioned officers of tho rebel 
Government, and that the raid into Vermont 
was planned and organized, not in Canada, but 
in Dixie. The decision of the tribunal before 
which the preliminary hearing was instituted 
created no 1 title surprise, and was by some re- 
pai ded as indicative of a purpose on the part of 
the Canadians to obstruct the ends of jus- 
tice, and created a suspicion that they 
intended to intefpose delays and legal quibbles 
to shield the raiders. We preferred 10 wait the 
decision of the Canadian Government, and it 
came on Saturday in the shape of a refusal to 
the application to despatch a messenger to 
Kichmond. This is what we anticipated, for we 
did not believe that our neighbors on the north 
Vicro acting in bad faith, but felt convinced that 
they were anxious to punish those who com- 
mitted the outrage, and, while cujoying the hos- 
pitality of Canada, ottered an Insult to her neu- 
trality. It makes very little dilTerence wheth- 
er the St. Albans raiders were in the 
service of the rebels or organized a% 
a band of freebooters; the crime was 
a heinous one if committed bv rebel soi; 
dlcrs, by rebel sympathizers, or by common cut- 
throats. They were land ptnrtes making a dc- 
Eccnt from a neutral Province upou the security 
of a Vermont town, where they committed rob- 
bery and murder, and afterwards boasted of 
their crimes in the very court which they insult- 
ed by asking for delay. If they were uumilitary 
tl.icvcs and murderers, they were common 
felons; out if they were Confederate soldiers, 
they were still more atrocious felons, for they 
committed an outrage upon an unprotected bor- 
der village, and insulted the Government of 
Canada by using its soil as a rendezvous to plot 
their villany; they were, therefore, amenable 
to Canadian law, and their claim to being Con- 
federate soldiers does not in the least mitigate 
their crime. 

It does not make the least dUTerenec where 
the robbery and the murder were planned, for 
they were arranged upon Canadian soil, and when 
they were accomplished the guilty parties again 
sought tho protection of the Province as if it 
were a city of refuge. We are deliglrtci that 
the Canadian authorities have vindicated their 
honor and the claims of neighborly fraternity. 
We want to sec these murderers punished by 
Canadian laws, for it will cement the amity 
which has so long existed between us and the 
British provinces. 



*3T Information received from offi aal sources 
shows that Juarez, the President of the Liberal 
party in Mexico, Is at Chihuahua, tho capital 
city of the State of that name, where Geueral 
Ncgrct is in command of an army. The Lib- 
erals also have one in Oaxaca, under Gen. Diaz 
and another In Jalasco, under Gen. Artea"a. 
They rind some comfort in the reported facts 
that Maximilian's government works badly, 
and that he is not generally popular, havln" a 
majority of the Church against him, and failln" 
to eecur* the full confidence of the French 
ftrmv. 



1J2P Great Britain may soon be involved In 
trouble with her penal colonies. The Cabincn 
of the Governor of Victoria has memorialized 
him to suspend all communication with West- 
ern Australia, as the only convict colony in 
Polynesia, and it is declared that the subsidy 
which Victoria now contributes to the mail 
-teamers from the mother country will be sus- 
pended if the vessels call at any West Austral- 
ian port. The home papers regard this as 
indicative of a movement toward independence. 
The Manchester Guardian argues that the Brit- 
ish Government could not, in honor, allow the 
colony which complies with its wishes to suffer 
hy the hostility of the neighbor which opposes 
ihem. and would be almost bound to take this 
•juarrcl upon its shoulders. It adds, too, that 
when a colony parted from all its neighbors by 
a vast tract of desert or a long sea voyage, is 
not only willing but anxious to receive a sup- 
ply of convict labor, and the mother country is 
reciprocally glad to get rid of so unpleasant a 
pait of its own population, it is hard to see how 
any third party can find standing ground to op- 
pose the arrangement. 

It seems quite evident that this is imde the 
pretext for complaint in order to bring about 
complications, which may furuish a justification 
for separation. The British Australian posses- 
sions arc fast losing their attachment to the old 
conntrv. ard, as the home journals declare, that 
it must be decided cither to U6c force against 
the rebel colony or cast it off, there seems to be 
looming up in the future a trouble similar to 
that in which the United States arc engaged. 
It mat-, however, be compromised by modifi- 
cations of the transportation system, or by its 
entire aliolillon, for many English statesmen 
have long advocated its utter extinction. 

^J-The telegraph recently stated that the In- 
dians in the Northwest, who followed Capt. 
Fisk's expedition, had been destroyed by poison. 
The St. Paul papers explain the circumstance 
by saying that sora» •* cne emigrants left be- 
hmJ ihcm on the road boxes of food saturated 
with strychnine, to revenge themselves upon 
the savages, who had l>cen constantly harass- 
ing them, and about one hundred of the red 
men, women, and children ate, and died from 
the effects. We do not see how this proceeding 
can be justified, even under the most aggra- 
vating circumstances. 

$3- An old whaling t .iptsin at Oil Ci'.v, Pa., 
gave as his theory of the origin of petroleum 
that it came from a large deposit of whales, 
which were caught there when the flood abated, 
and intervening convulsions of nature have since 
covered them up. Then petroleum is a fish oil, 
or "is a whale a fish?"

■gj-Thcrc was no news brought np by passen- 
jrers on the Nashville train last evening. There 
is perfect confidence manifested In Gen. Thom- 
as's command as to his ability to counteract the 
movements of Hood, and heavy reinforcements 
arc making their way rapidly down the Nash- 
ville railroad, including McCook's and Watkin's 
brigades of cavalry. 

Hood's army still threatens Columbia, and a 
cons iderable amount of skirmishing daily oc- 
Bn the two hostile line?. It is pre- 
aumed that Hood will make an offort to move 
into East Tennessee. Such generalship would 
prove extremely disastrous to him, as the army 
under Gen. Steadman, at Chattanooga, would 
in such an event attack him on the flank while 
Thomas engaged him in front. It is evident 
that Hood is at a loss what to do, as he can neith- 
er ."advance nor retreat without surmounting 
serious obstacles. It is very probable that a bat- 
tle will be fought in the vlciuity of Columbia be- 
fore many days. The rebels are growing des- 
perate, and the whole issue will be staked upon 
the throwing of a 6ingle die. It is rumored that 
I Johnsonville will be evacuated by General 
L'homas, as, under the existing state of affairs), 
the place i* of but little military importance. 
Prudence demands that the force now holding 
it should be concentrated with the main army, 
to prevent the possibility of being cut off from 
support and forced into a surrender. Thomas 
is abundantly able to cope with Hood, although 
we would not be surprised to hear of his having 
evacuated Columbia and concentrated his forces 
at Franklin. The latter place is strongly forti- 
fied, and our army could tight to great advan- 
tage there; and, if the rebels should attack aud 
meet with defeat, the route would be more com- 
plete, as wc would have them further from 
their base. 

Kecaiht.k or Form Escaped Prisoners — 
Four of the prisoners who reeently escaped 
from Jiyrtlc street prison, St. Louis, were re- 
captured on Wednesday night by some of Col- 
onel Fenn'e men, about eighteen miles from 
that city, near the Manchester road. They are 
Lieutenant James H. Berry, I.cftridge Chester, 
Sergeant John W. Berry, and John J. C. Miller, 
private in the 13th Kansas. Berry and Chester 
are under sentence to be shot, and the others 
arc condemned to imprisonment. 

These four men had gone to a house on the 
Manchester road and asked for accommodations 
for the night, but being refused, they went a 
short distance into the woods aud formed a 
camp. Some of CoIolcI Feuu's men, suspect- 
ing that these men .were not all right, went in 
pursulL^and had no great difficulty in finding 

Tic camp was surrounded, aud the man cap- 
tured without offering any serious resistance. 



Gouiimju Routed 0 TjttHMUEB, — Passen- 
gers arriving in the city from Clarksvillc, Temi., 
last night, state that a courier arrived iu that 
place yesterday morning from Yellow creek, 
between the Cumberland aud Tennessee rivers. 
With despatches from Capt. Cutter, in com- 
mand of a mounted expedition 6eut out from 
Clarksvillc aud Fort Donelson, informing Col. 
Smith that on Saturday afternoon he attacked a 
laigc force of guerillas under Col. Hawkins, 
and, after a brisk skirmish, routed them. The 
despatch was written in great haste aud no par- 
ticulars given. It is presumed that the Captain 
will follow up his advantage, and either capture 
or drive the outlaws south of the Tennessee. 



— A letter from Versailles, Ky., 
eays: Thanksgiving day was appropriately oh- 
•crved here. The sitizens desiring to give some 
expression of their respect for Capt. Goins and 
his men, who have been stationed here for sev- 
eral weeks aud deported themselves so well, 
provided a sumptuous dinuer for them at the 
court-heuse.

According to the latest rebel papers, Sherman's 
demonstration toward Macou was a felut. No 
attack had been made on that place up to 
Wednesday last, but when a short distance from 
it he turned northeast, toward Milledgeville, the 
capital of Georgia, which town, it is reported, 
his cavalry captured last Sunday night: subse- 
quently burning the capital buildings an i the 
penitentiary. 

It is also said that a 6trong force of his armv 
made a demonstration on Augusta, within twen- 
ty miles of which place his right was repulsed 
with severe loss. This movement on Augusta 
is also considered a feint, to distract attention 
from Sherman's first real objective point, which 
is surmised to be Savannah. It is proposed 
that he will move as dircetlv as possible toward 
the latter city from Milledgeville, and the belief 
is expressed that the large Union fleet which has 
been collected iu James river is destined for Sa- 
vannah, and will merit Sherman there. 

The Angusta Chronicle, of the luth inst 
stated that a laige lleet of Union transports lias 
•h-i ady arrived off the Georgia coast 

Their papers abuse JcfT Davis and' the other 
Richmond authorities in 6trong terms for not 
sending troops into the State to Impede Sher- 
man's movements, crying in despair: ''is 
Georgia to t c left to take care of herself?'' 

The Richmond Examiner thinks that the 
ruthless conduct of the great national army will 
tend to cement the Georgians iu the support of 
the rebel government, aud cause the lukewarm 
and haltirg to immediately take arms and be- 
come the most uncompromising defenders, aud 
'that the State, alter passing through this ordeal 
ol lire, will come forth purified and purged of 
its love for t he old Union. 

The Richmond Whig, though, is not so hopeful 
as its contemporary, and says: Wc cannot sav 
that we feel an absolute conviction, although 
indeed our hopes are strong, that Sherman will 
fail in achieving his final object. 

It says Sherman is a man of undoubted abil- 
ity, and he would never have commenced his 
march from Atlanta had he not believed he 
could finally reach the coast in safctv. 

The papers show the division of sentiment in 
the direction, and the panic which Sherman's 
operations have created iu the South, and 
authorizes us in anticipating the more decisive 
and glorious results from them. 

Late rebel pnjiers arc filled with articles illus- 
trating the feelings of diil'ercnt factions of the 
chivalry toward one another, and their intestine 
dis6e»sions,dcuouncing Jeff Davis, the rebel Con- 
gress, and the whole mushroom government at 
Richmond. 

Jeffs wholesale conscription has stirred up a 
storm of indignation. He is accused of a design 
to make himself dictator, and it is prophesied 
that ere long he will reap the whirlwind! 

A convention op Editors is colled for, to pro- 
test against his attempt* to muzzle the press. 
Condemnation of the secret sessions of the rebel 
Congress is expressed in the strougest manner. 
It is declared that there can be no excuse for 
them, aud that they bode no good for the rights 
and liberties of the people. 

Mr. Foote, of Tennessee, in the rebel House 
of Representatives, a few days ago, denounced 
Jeff Davis f.vr granting exemption to a rebel 
Irishman named McMahon, and had to take it 
back a day or two afterwards.

G. 8wan, a mem- 
ber from Tennessee, whom he denounced as no 
gentleman, and the trio, Foote, Swan, and 
Mitchell, figured in the Richmond police court 
on the same day, much to the amusement of the 
rebel Congress, which appears to have adjourn- 
ed for the purpose.

A Mi sic.it. Ma< mink.— One Hcrr Endres, of 
Mayence, has discovered a machine which will 
write down music as fast as it is played, thus 
entirely doing away with the great labor of 
composing. A German paper thus describes 
the Invention, which seems too good to be true: 

This machine, the inward organization of 
which is still a secret, may bo adapted, with 
very little tumble, and at small cost, to any new 
or old keyed instrument, such as the organ, 
piano, Ac., without the slightest injury to the 
same. Though, too, it is reckoned Dr any 
number of octaves, it is also so smalt in com- 
pass that it can be completely concealed under 
or behind the Instrument. Leaving out of the 
qnestiou the mechanism Inside, the visible pr.o- 
rcss outside consists in inserting at one end of 
the machine an endless strip of paper, about 
two inches broad, which comes out at the other 
cud wilh red lines ruled on it, and the notes, 
&c, pi luted thereon in black. The machine 
reproduces every note sourmed bv tbo keys, be 
the notes on or between the lines, not only 
marking their position, as c, d, e, and so on, but 
their value as conveyed by the usual characters; 
that Is, it prints oil' the notes as demi-semi- 
qnavers, semi-qnaiers, crotchets, and semi- 
breves; it shows whether they are dotted or 
not; marks the pauses; the' forlt and the 
picuio; points out Where the employment of the 
pedal commences and where it leaves off; and, 
in a woid, reproduce* the music so completely 
that very little is left for the pen to do after- 
wards. Following every wish of the placer as 
willingly as his Augers, the mechanism works 
in three four or four-four time (and every other 
lime, may be reduced to these}, anfl proceeds 
quickly or slowly at pleasure. But it does cveu 
more; it immediately transposes anv piece of 
music from one key to another. While, how- 
ever, it enables a composer instantaneously to 
preserve his musical thoughts and fancies, by 
means of the usual notation, it also gives us the 
power of immediately taking a copy of every 
piece of music; of writ ing out from a score the 
eipornte parts of !u.-frumcatal compositions; 
snd of exercising a control over learners, by 
showing whether they play correctly (for it 
marks every fault), arid whether they have, re- 
peated certain passage* so and so many tim»s; 
thanks to this invention a deaf person may »eo 
w hat he has played; the master give his pupil 
a lesson without being close to him. Ac. If 
this new machine can really do all, which, te 
judge by the experiments already made, there 
is hardly anv doubt it csn do, it will certainly 
occasion a revolution in the world ofmiusic.

Tin-; Paintisos Bt.ri hkr Sroi.n — When old 
Blucher was quartered in the Palace of St. 
Cloud, in 1818, alter doing that little job of his 
at Waterloo, which gave him a free pass into 
Eunice, and a licw of the grand house of the 
giand nation, he stole seven pictures which he 
found in thai i leasaatabode. all of them being il- 
lustrations ol the Bonaparte family. Twoof thc -e 
pictures he gave lo royal personages, who 
kindly consented to make themselves as bad 
as the thief, 60 great was their admiration 
for nrt, und love of "portable property," as Mr. 
VYcmniick bath it. These royal recipients were 
the King of Prussia and the King of Wurtem- 
bnrg. The other live pictures were placed iu 
Blucber's bouse, where they remained for many 
years, but there has been a lawsuit among the 
memliers of bis family as to the ownership of 
the stolen property, and It has been legally de- 
cided that they must be sold for the benefit of 
.all the disputants. Consequently they are to 
come under the hammer, as thev once came 
ui. dei the sword. Three of them arc by Gerard, 
nnd represent — first, the present French Em- 
peror, then but hall a dozeu years old, with hi* 
mother, Queen Hortense, holding him bv the 
bund; second, the Queen of [Naples, Miirat's 
wife (.Bonaparte's si-ter Caroline), surrounded 
by her children: and, third, the Queen of Spain 
(Joseph Bonaparte's wife), wilh her daughter, 
a child of nine years. The fourth, by Davis, is 
a picture of Empress Maria Louise, holding her 
son. the little King of Rome, be the band; and 
the fifth, by Lclei re. i I a portrait of the Princess 
Bornhce, Pauline Bonaparte, the handsomest 
ol all Bonaparte's hand-ouic sisters 

It was a curious piece of fortune that put 
ll.ee pktures into tin- b onis of the bitterest 
em my of the Bonaparles, the man who did more 
th. n .•:)] ether men to leu the Emperor down; 
and now it is suggested I hat the third Napoleon 
may buy them, and add them to the artistical 
treasures of France. As his own portrait and 
that of bis mother are in the collection, he is 
bound to ransom these pictured prisoners of the. 
blnfl old Prussian, who would be both aston- 
ished and annoyed, could he be informed that 
the Bonaparte dynasty which he supposed he 
had destroyed, had revived again, and was 
,Ii sdliy becoming more powerful than it was in 
the davs of the Drat Napoleon. He would thiuk 
that the whirling of time had been more than 
ordinarily active, and that there was no acccmut- 
in£ lor the woild's cuptices. 



Death of Govkiinou Hammono, of 8oirru 
Caroi.ina. — Ex-Governor Hammond, of South 
Cnroliua, whose deaili was announced a dav or 

two since, was, up to the commencement of the 
war, one of the most prominent and trusted men 
iu all the South. The fact that he was the son 
of a Massachusetts eawmilfjoperator, who weat 
to South Carolina to make bis fortune, did not 
prevent him from bcconiing a leading and re- 
spectable authority on social and political sci- 
i i:. e in the most punctiliously aristocratic Slate 
iu the Union; and he was chosen Governor of 
South Carolina for several successive terms. 
Subsequently he devoted himself to scientific 
and experimental agriculture on his plantation, 
near Charleston, on Ashlev river, and did a good 
deal by the publication of the results of his ex- 
periments to arrest the exhausting and impov- 
erishing system of tillage in his State, and im- 
prove the agriculture of all the. planting States. 
Ou the death of Senator Butler (uncle of "Bully 
Brooks'), be was elected to succeed him 
in the United States Senate, and it was in 
his first important speech in the Senate, iu 
reply to Douglas's masterly effort ou tho 
"Lecompton fraud," that be mide use of the 
term "mudsills of society," with reference to 
negroes, that has since become historical. This 
speech made the name of its author pre-emi- 
nently obnoxious at the North, and caused him 
to be regarded as a nullitier, secessionist, and 
lirc-catcr of the most malignant type. In truth, 
however, this was not his real character. He 
was, indeed, a thorough believer iu slavery; but 
he never permitted himself to be drawn into the 
maelstrom of secession, and there is reason to 
believe he died a loyal maa — at least, as loyal 
as a man living in the heart of South Carolina 
could be — with deep sorrow over the madness 
around him, and a continual yearning of heart 
for the old Union. It is certain that he held 
liimsclf aloof from the insurgeut movement, 
retired from public life to find solace in his old 
pastime of agriculture, and exhibited so much 
coldness toward the traitors of his State as to 
provoke from them the imputation of "dis- 
loi alty."
